Gladstone and Parnell De- 
termined to Defeat 
Coercion. 


O’Brien and Davitt in High 
Glee Over the Land 
Bill. 


An Army Officer’s Attempt to 
Assassinate the Czar. 


Parnell’s Amendment to Be Moved To-Night 
—President Diaz’ Message to the Mexi- 
can Congress—Attempt to Killthe Prefect 
of Rustchuk—The III-Fated Steamer 
Eagle—Election of Officers of the Danish 
Folkething—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Fost-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 1.—A friend in private life, 
who had interviews yesterday with Gladstone 
and Parnell, has placed me in possession of 
direct information upon their feelings and in- 
tentions with regard to the present situation. 
Both leaders express astrong conviction that 
the coercion bill will not become a law. 

„It will not pass, said Parnell. 

„It shall not pass, said Gladstone. The 
latter added: Iwill take any steps that may 
be necessary to prevent it.“ 

But they say that the Speaker is prepared 
to suspend even you, Mr. Gladstone,’’ said 
my friend. 

‘‘They will suspend me, will they?’’ said 
Mr. Gladstone, with one of his customary 
gestures. ‘‘Then I tell you, it would not stop 
there.“ Ina further conversation Mr. Glad- 
stone expressed even greater indignation 
and astonishment at the contents of the bill 
than he had already expressed in the House. 

PARNELL WAS COOLER, 
but no less confident. His belief is that in the 
face of the absolute and exhaustive opposition 
which will be offered by the solid phalanx of 
Liberal, Radical and Irish members to every 
line, and, if necessary, to almost every word 
of the bill when it reaches thé committee 
stage, the Government will find it practically 
impossible, though their majority is theoret- 
ically amply sufficjent, to carry the measure 
without such®vital modifications as will render 
the introduction of it at all only discredit- 
able to them. It is of the greatest 
interest, of course, to know that these san- 
guine views are held by the two men most en- 
titled to speak. But Imust add that less in- 
formed persons fail to see what is to prevent 
the success of the Government if they stick to 
their guns. A prominent member of the Cab- 
inet said to me last night that of course 
they fully expected a great and sudden 
increase of crime, both of the agrarian 
and of the more serious sort, An angry, but 
unimportant squabble took place in the Com- 
mons last night. The only points of the de- 
bate worth mentioning were Labouchere’s de- 
fense of boycotting on scriptural grounds by 
means of the text, ‘‘For the Jews have no 
dealings with the Samaritans,’’ which plunged 
the House into 
ROARS OF LAUGHTER 
fur two minutes, and his suggestion that in- 
stead of bringing Irish prisoners to an En- 
glish jury it would be much simpler and 
less expensive to send an English jury 
over to Dublin. The Primrose League, 
headed by Salisbury, he added, with 
perfect accuracy, was the most gigantic 
boycotting association ever known, Fromthe 
conversation quoted above, I am convinced 
again that the prophecy i ventured to make 
last December that Salisbury would find him- 
self compelled to dissolve Parliament about 
Easter, will prove to have been not far from 
the mark. 
O'BRIEN ONTHE LAND BILL. 

By telegraph I have just received from 
Dublin the following report of conversations 
held this morning with William O’Brien 
and Michael Davitt on the Government 
land bill. These contain, as will be 
seen, Vigorous expressions of opinion of the 
highest political interest. Mr. O’Brien began 
by saying: ‘‘Pray understand, I only speak 
asafree lance. Anything I say is subject to 
the maturest consideration. Parnell and 
the Irish party, who alone have the 
authority to define the National policy on 
such a matter, are all right now. As forthe 
land bill, it is not a dil that is 
meant to pass. It is a show 
bill, a sbam bill. mock were a 
landlord I should regard the land bill with far 
greater terror than the tenants regard the 
coercion bill. But it was never meant to pass. 
It is only asop to the Lirminghsm Cerberus, 
a salve to the uneasy consciences of the Coer- 
cionists.’’ 

„What would it do if by any possibility it 
were placed in the statue book?’’ 

It would lead to the suspension of pay- 
ment of all rent in Ireland, fending the de- 
cision of the new tribunal on the claims of in- 
solvent tenants.’’ 

„How will the new plan work?’’ 

In this way every tenant in Ireland unable 
to pay his full rent will refuse to pay any rent 
at all. For rent is the first condition of 
relief in this remarkable bill. Then his case 
will go before aCounty Court judge, who will 
have to define whether or not the tenant is 
entitled to a reduction. 

„ How many county court judges will there 
de m Ireland?“ 

About twenty. a 

How many tenants are likely to appear be- 
fore them for a reduction?“ : 

‘*Roughly estimating, about 300,000. There 
are 150,000 leaseholders who will pour into the 
land court, mow for the first time open to 
them. There are about 100,000 tenants whose 
rents have been recently fixed at reductions 
corresponding with the fall in prices. There 
will remain about 800,000 tenants who will re- 
fuse to pay any rent. not fromany desire to 
create trouble or evade the payment of their 


business, It will take years to get through 
them. 
DAVITT’S GLEE. 

Mr. Davitt was also in high glee about tne 
bill. Hesaid: ‘‘The admission of lease hoid- 
ers to the land courts and the check, small as 
it is, put upon the landlords’ power of evic- 
tion, are concessions wrung from the House 
of British landlords to the principles of the 
league. They demolish whatever is left of the 
reverence in the English mind for the sacred 
rights of the landlords’ property and 
the sanctity of contract regard for 
the laissez-faire law of political 
economy. I hall the measure as one sure to 
make confusion worse than confounded upon 
the Irish land question. Therefore it is calcu- 
lated to bring us near to the only 
possible final solution of the great 
problem, namely, Irish state ownership 
ofthe soil. Finally, Iam convinced, said 
Mr. Davitt, that Cadogan’s speech about 
the seeming generosity of this bill towards 
certain classes is simply intended to placate 
public opinion, while coercion is being 
pushed through the Commons.’’ 


England. 


THE IRISH LAND BILL. 

LONDON, April 1.—In the House of Lords last 
night Earl Cadogan, Tory, presented an Irish 
land purchase bill providing for the abolition 
of the system of, dual ownership created by 
the actof 1881. Leaseholders are tobe ad- 
mitted tothe benefits of the act of 1881. A 
landlord by the Dill must serve 
the tenant with notice of eject- 
ment, and on receiving this notice 
the tenant shall become caretaker of his hold- 
ing for six months and the redemption shall 
runas from that date. The bill passed its 
first reading. 

LABOUCHERE’S SPEECH. 

Labouchere made arattling speechin the 
British Commons last night in which he ex- 
coriated the supporters ofcoercion. A sug- 
gestion by Smith, government leader, that the 
cloture be applied to-day raised an uproar 
which scared Smith into an explanation that 
he had no such idea. 

PARNELL’S AMENDMENT. 

The Standard says: ‘‘Mr. Parnell will move 
his amendment to the Irish crimes act amend- 
ment bill in the House of Commons to-night, 
and Mr. Morley and other leadersof the op- 
position will speak in support of it. It is 
rumored that Mr. Gladstone himself 
will move to adjourn the debate, so 
as thus to secure the right to speak 
first on its resumption; anda it is said 
that if the Government attempts to enforce 
cloture, the opposition will move an adjourn- 
ment until Monday and then initiate a débate 
on the Government’s action. The Parnellites 
regard Lord Cadogan’s land bill with as much 
disfavor as they do Mr. Balfour’s coercion 
bill and consider that the eviction clauses in 
the former would operate entirely to the dis- 
advantage of the tenants.’’ 

THE THUNDERER’S ADVICE. 

The Times, referring to the rumor thatin 
certain contingencies into-night’s debate, Mr. 
Gladstone will move the adjournment of the 
House, said: The majority would be well- 
advised in letting Mr. Gladstone have his say, 
should he persevere inthis extraordinary de- 
sign, and adjourning, if absolutely necessary, 
until Saturday instead of Monday.’’ 

THE WHIPS BUSY. 

The whips of both partfes in the House of 
Commons are doing their utmost to secure full 
attendance at to-night’s session. It is not 
known positively whether Mr. Parnell will 
move the amendment of which be has given 
notice. The Gladstone Liberals will meet the 
Government’s motion for a second reading of 
the Irish crimes act amendment bill with a 
hostile amendment. The form which this 
shall take has not yet been decided upon. 

GROSS INCONSISTENCY. 

The News says: The land bill introduced 
by Lord Cadogan in the House of Lords yes- 
terday evening convicts the Ministry of the 
grossest inconsistency and entirely justifies 
Mr. Parnell’s action during !ast autumn’s 
session of Parliament. The first thing that 
strikes the reader of Lord Cadogan’s speech is 
that, inadequate as the bill may be, it entirely 
dispenses with the necessity for coercion, or 
rather it would if the necessity existed. Mr. 
Balfour argues that an illegal combination 
prevents tenants in Ireland from paying their 
rents. Lord Cadogan formally admits that 
tenants are evicted for not paying impossible 
rents.“ 


Russia. 


THE ATTEMPT ON THE CZAR’S LIFE. 

BERLIN, April 1.—Advices received from St. 
Petersburg fully confirm the report that an- 
other attempt has been made upon the life of 
the Czsr. It is learned that on Tuesday, while 
the Czar was exercising in the park connected 
with the Gatschina palace, he was fired upon 
by an officer of the army, the ball passing 
close to his person. The officer was immedi- 
ately seized by attendants and imprisoned.

SHOT THE PREFECT OF RUSTCHUK. 

BUCHAREST, April 1.—Three Bulgarian refu- 
gees, one of whom is a brother of a man under 
condemnation for participation in the late in- 
surrection, yesterday attacked the Prefect of 
Rustchuk, whom they met in one of the streets 
of this city. They fired at him with revolvers, 
wounding him, and then fed. Two of them 
were overtaken and imprisoned, but the 
other escaped by taking refuge in the Russian 
Legation.

The Present Registration Must Stand— 
Voters’ Certificates and Rejected Bal- 
lots Will Cut No Figure in the Coming 
Election — John UHaggerty’s Strange 
Story — Fighting Ed Devoy - Campaigz 


The revision of the registration by Recorder 
of Voters Williams continues to be the ques- 
tion ofthe hour in local politics and the most 
extravagant speculations are indulged in as to 
the probable effort in the coming election of 
the loss of the 4,000 votes 
stricken off by the Recorder. The 
Democrats, through the Hendricks’ Associa- 
tion, are making frantio endeavors to save at 
least a part of the large vote of which the re- 
vision threatens to deprive them, and 
as stated in yesterday’s Posr-DIS- 
PATCH, will prepare a list of the 
names ot the Democrats stricken off 
witha view to voting them at the coming 
election in the event tliat some authority can 
be obtained which will permit the judges to 
receive the ballots. . | 

Last night the Hendricks Association ap- 
pointed a committee consisting of Messrs. 
H. F. Harrington, David Caruth, Jas. Banner- 
man, Matt Ryan and Capt. McClellan, to 


wait On the Recorder and request him to issue 
certificates to persens who had been improper- 
ly stricken off the registration lists, stating 
that they were entitled to vote. Sub-commit- 
tees were appointed to canvass the different 
wards and obtain the names of persons who 
were disfranchised by the action of the Re- 
corder, and it is proposed to have these per- 
sons vote on election day. 

All of these preparations and precautions 
will, itis feared, be of no avail, and will have 
not the slightest effect upon Recorder Will- 
iams, whose friends construe such actions as 
an indirect reflection upon his course in office, 
and view them with no little discomfort. 
It is hardly probablethat Mr. Williams will 
adopt Mr. Hoblitzelle's plan of issuing certifi- 
cates, as the Hendricks Association wishes 
him to do. It will be remembered that the 
last election was rendered in a measure 
national on account of the elec- 
tion of United States Congressmen 
and certain restrictions under the 
State law did not apply to balloting under the 
United States law, hence the ‘‘rejected ballot 
envelopes’’ about which there was so much 
controversy during the Glover- Frank contest. 
From what Recorder Williams says the re- 
jected ballot’’ will cut very little igure in the 
coming election. 

In aconversation upon the subject this morn- 
ing with a Post-DIsPATCH reporter Mr. Will- 
jams said:‘‘Il have been worried a great deal by 
persons from whom I had expected assistance 
in the prosecution of my duties as Recorder. 
Yesterday I felt — 70 much discouraged, but 
to- day the contrary is the case, and I want to 
say that I intend to continue without swery- 
ing a hair’s-breadth from what I conceive to 
be thefline of my duty.“ 

„The Hendricks Association will ask you for 
certificates for persons whom they believe to 
have been improperly stricken off of the regis- 
tration lists.’’ 

‘-Nobody has been illegally or improperly 
stricken off of the lists in this office, and so 
far us voting any man who is not registered 
the Hendricks Association will simply have its 
trouble for its pains.’’ 

„Then no votes will be taken on certifi- 
cates?’’ 

„If the judges receive and count the ballot 
of any person who is not registered and whose 
name is not on the registration lists, 
then they violate the law of the 
State, and render themselves liable 
to imprisonment in the Penitentiary.

CLEVELAND'S ANSWER. 


THE PRESIDENT RESPONDS TO THE GRAND 
ARMY INVITATION. 


He Will Be Glad if He Finds His Way 
Clear to Its Acceptance,” But He Can- 
not Give a Positive Answer at Present— 
The Popular Invitation to be Pressed— 
A Suggestion as to Style. 


This morning Mayor Francis received the 
first acknowledgment from the White House 
of the invitation sent the Presidentand Mrs. 
Cleveland amonth ago by the special com- 
mittee appointed by the General Executive 
Committee of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic. It read as follows: 


TEEXECUTIVE MANSION, 
WASHINGTON, March 29, 1887. 
Hon. David R. Francis, Mayor, St. Louis, Mo.: 
My DrAR SrrR:—The President is in receipt of 
the communication dated February 26, and 
signed by, Mr, Fr pe Gaiennie, President of 
the Mergliants’ Exchange; Mr. John W. Noble 


che-. A. R. and yourself, inviting him to 


visit St. Louis and accept of its hospitalities 
during the ational Encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in September next. At 
this time, so far in advance of the event, the 
President feels that he cannot do more than 
to express his appreciation of the compliment 
and courtesy of the invitation, and to say that 
he will be glad if he finds his way clear to its 
acceptance. 

After he hes given further consideration to 
the question ef the disposition of his time 
during the summer and fall and is able to 
determine what kis official duties will permit 
him to do, he will advise you, as early as 
possible, of his declkion in the matter. Very 
re-p2ctfully, D. 8. LAMONT, 

Private Secretary. 

This answer is looked upon as altogether 
favorable. The President could not be ex- 
pected to give a definite answer tothe invita- 
tion so far in advance. The tone of 
the letter written by his private 
secretary, however, indicates that 
he is really considering the matter—that he 
has not put it aside as impracticable or unde- 
sirable. Mayor Francis, who is the only mem- 
ber of the Citizens’ Committee of Arrange- 
ments who has seen the letter, looks upon it 
as very favorable. Under these circumstances 
the necessity for emphasizing the invitation 
of the Grand Army Committee with a 
popular invitation becomes the more 
apparent. If the proper pressure is 
brought to bear upon the President 
now it may hasten his determination. He will 
doubtless make his plans for the summer 
within the next month or two, and the sooner 
the mammoth invitation goes forward the bet- 
ter, 

STYLE OF THE INVITATION. 

At the meeting of the committee to-morrow 
afternoon at the Mayor’s office a proposition 
made at the last committee meeting and not 
discussed at any length will be renewed, This 
propoeition is to divide the big book of 
signatures up, classify and index it. It is pro- 
posed that the Mayor and city officials and em- 
ployes inthe orderof their importance sign 
in one part of the book, that another set of 
sheets be devoted to the signatures of mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Exchange, another 
to the Cotton Exchange, and others 
to the Grand Army posts, This 
will make the big book of more 
importance than if it contains simply a mass 
of unidentified signatures. The President 
cannot judge by a man’s handwriting whether 
he is a representative citizen or not, and it 
will add so much weight to the invitation if it 
is seen plainly that itis participated in by the 
various commercial and other organizations. 

The book can be handsomely indexed, and a 
neat, but not elaborate, inscription, with per- 
haps some special appropriate design, can in- 
dicate the different divisions. It is hardly 
likely that the President or any one else 
would take the trouble to look very far 
through a book of 100,000 monotonous signa- 
tures. The proposition that the signatures be 
classified was made by Mayor Francis at the 
committee meeting Wednesday, but it was not 
favorably received by some, and so it was 
dropped. It will be revived again to-morrow, 
however.

In the second indictment, which em- 
braces fifty counts, the proof was that such 
parties did not live at the places named in the 
registration books and that they were not real 
persons. Judge Thayer maintained that the 
allegations in the one instance negatived the 
allegations in the second cuse. 

Col. Broadhead argued that both indictments 
should go before the jury with all the counts 
touching which the Government had offered 
any proof. It was not intended to present 
proof on every one of the 363 names which the 
defendant had registered, but only enough 
to sustain each count on which the 
Government relied for conviction. He 
did not think, however, that it 
was a matter of great importance to the Gov- 
ernment to have the defendant convicted ona 
large number of counts. He urged that the 
consolidated indictments should be permitted 
to go before the jury. 

Mr. Marshall, forthe defense, said he had

A Civil-Service Kick. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April i1.—Some 
weeks ago the Oivil-Service Reform Lea- 
gne of Chicago filed with the Civil- 
Service Commission a formal com- 


plaint against Anthony J. Seeburger, 
Collector of the port of Chicago, charging him 
with violation of the civil- service law. 
The league charges Collector Seeburger with 
peremptorily demanding the resignation of 
one George A. Wester, an honorably dis- 
charged Union soldier, and lately a 
clerk of class one in the Apprais- 
er’s office in the Chicago Custom- 
house. It is stated that the Collector, 
at the time he demanded Mr. Webster’s resig- 
nation, said tu him that there were no charges 
agains8 his record, that he knew him to 
be an efficient clerk and a faithful 
public servant, but that he must have his 
place—that the outside pressure for the 
place was overwhelming and that the 
Democratic party having been out of power 
twenty-five years, was clearly entitled to the 
offices, and for this reason alone he must 
insist upon Mr. Webster’s resignation. 
It is further stated that Mr. Webster 
tendered his resignation as required, 
but not as viewed by the Collector, in o suf- 
ficiently respectful manner—that in his letter 
of resignation he omitted to preface 
to the collector’s name the title 
‘*honorable,’’ as is customary and proper, 
and that he was therefore compelled to write 
out another, letter of resignation, the 
same being dictated by the collector. 
Jo allof these charges and specifications Col- 
lector Seeburger makes a positive denial, save 
as to the one that he requested Mr. Webster's 
resignation.

“THE NEW WABASH. 


PROSPECT OF A REUNION OF THE ENTIRE 


RAILWAY SYSTEM. 


Meeting To-Day of Gen. Wager Swayne 
and The East Bondholders—The Wa- 
bash Western Railway Company Take 
Possession of Their Property—Officails 
Appointed — The Wabash Judgment — 
Orders of Court in the Case—The Atchi- 
son Purchase Denied. 


CHICAGO, III., April 1.—The question of ap- 
pointing a successor to Judge Cooley as re- 
ceiver of the Wabash lines east of the Missis- 
sippi is now engaging Judge Gresham’s at- 
tention. The lines west of the river are to be 
turned over to the Gould Purchasing Commit- 
tee under the order of the Federal Court at 
St. Louis to-day. Judge Gresham said that he 
had delayed the appointment in the hope that 


the way was perhaps now open for a settle- 
ment of the whole question. Atany rate the 
appointment would be delayed pending a 
meeting between Gen. Swayne for the . 
chasing Committee and representatives of 
the various bondholders, which would take 
peace to-day. Ifno arrangement was effected 
t would then be in order to appoint a receiver 
satisfactory to all parties. 

Receiver Cooley yesterday filed a petition 
with Judge Gresham. setting out that it would 
be necessary, in order to keep the linesin a 
safe condition for fast trains, to lay, during 
the present year, at least four thousand tons 
of new steel rails. By selling old rails it 
would be possible to make the needed im- 
provements for something like $80,000. Judge 
Gresham entered an order allowing the re- 
— to expend not more than $80,000 for new 
rails. 


The Wabash Western. 


The Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific Railway 
was changed to-day into the Wabash Western 
Railway, and passed intothe control of the 
Wabash Purchasing Committee, under the 
order of the United States Circuit Court. 
The circulars announcing the fact were 
issued this morning. No changes are 
made in the officers of the company 
in any department, A. A. Talmage remaining 
General Manager; Chas. M. Hayes, Assistant 
General Manager; James Smith, General 
Traffic Manager, Samuel Smith, Assistant 
General Freight Agent; France Chandler, 
General Passenger Agent; O. 8. 
Crane, Assistant General Passenger Agent; 
D. B. Howard, Auditor; W. S. Lincoln, Chief 
Engineer, and the other officers in their former 
positions. The executive officers, as alread 
stated, are O. D. Ashley, President; Edgar T. 
Welles and A. A. Talmage, Vice-Presidents; 
James F. How, Secretary and Treasurer. 
Messrs. Humphreys and Tutt, the receivers, 
have issued a circular announcing the turning 
over of the road to the committee. The com- 
mittee have also authorized General Manager 
Talmage to assume control of the Des Moines 
& St. Louis, Des Moines & North- 
western, Attica, Covington & Southern 
and Champaign & Southwestern Railways and 
to manage them through the Wabash Western 
Railway. Messrs. O. D. Ashley and A. A. 
Talmage, managing agents for the committee, 
have also assumed control of the Detroit, 
Butler & St. Louis and Eel River Railways, 
and have appointed the same officers as those 
over the Wabash Western Road. 

The decision of Judge Gresham to wait be- 
fore appointing areceiver to succeed Judge 
Cooley in the East Wabash ager Sigg 3 in order 
to give the bondholders and the purchasing 
committee time to arrange their difficulties, 
indicates that everything will be smoothed out 
which is in the way ofa reunion of the system, 
and that this may be anticipatea shortly. 


The Wabash Judgment. 


On the motion of the Central Trust Company 
of New York and James Cheney, trustees of 
the Wabash general mortgage bonds, for judg- 
ment against the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific 


Railway Company fur the balance due on the 
general mortgage bonds, the Federal Court to- 
day ordered judgment to be entered against the 
Wabash Company for $20,029,523.35, being the 
balance due for the use and benefit of the 
owners of the general mortgage bonds, ac- 
cording to their respective interests. Execu- 
tion was ordered for that amount. The judg- 
ment was entered by stipulation as to the 
balance due The principal amounted to 
$17,000,000 and the interest unpaid to Aprill, 
1887, to $3,654,523.35, and the total credit to 
which the Wabash Company was entitled by 
the sale of the property was $625,000. 

The court also ordered that of the funds now 
in possession of E. T. Allen, the commissioner 
appointed to sell the mortgaged property un- 
der the decree of January 6, 1886, the pro- 
ceeds of the sale, the commissioner 
shall pay to the receivers 5100. 000 
to be used by them in paying their 
indebtedness or sucn indebtedness of the 
Wabash as they have been ordered to pay by 
the court. Ifthe fund shall not be sufficient 
to meet the expenses to which the fund is ap- 
plicable under the decree of forclosure such 
deficiency shall be made good by the Purchas- 
ing Committee. 

The decree ordered by the court some time 
since in disposing of the Bonner petition, in- 
volving the application of the consolidated 
mortgage bondholders, was formally entered 
and thus the Wabash business in the Federal 
Court was cleared for the present. 


Dropped the Time-Tables. 


CINCINNATI, O., April 1.—The Cincinnati 
newspapers appear to-day without the cus- 
tomary column giving the time of the arrival 
and departure of trains. This is in accordance 


with a proposition made by the newspapers 
jointly in view of the stoppage of passes to 
stop the free publication of matterfor the 
benefit of the roads, butto accept tickets in 
payment for all advertising. The railroads 
replied, accepting the proposition for adver- 
tisements which they should order, and inti- 
mating that the daily publication of the time- 
tables should not be regarded as an advertise- 
ment. 


The Atchison Purchase Denied. 


Boston, April 1.—President Strong of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad Com- 
pany denies absolutely that his company has 
purchased or has any interest in the purchase 


ofthe Chicago & Eastern Illinois Road. He 
also declares that he has no information as to 
the alleged sale beyond the rumors coming 
from the street.

The Breaking of the Pool Brings 65,000 
Shares onthe Market andthe Price De- 
clines From 82.50 to 60 Cents, Closing at 
70 Cents—Inside Stockholders Responsi- 
ble for the Break— Mining Gossip. 


Third street and the floor of the Merchants’ 
Exchange were wildly excited to-day overa 
sudden break in the price of Dinero stock. 
Since the organization of the Din- 
ero Company about January 1. the 
stock with the exception of about 
1,000 shares has been pooled with 
a penalty for breaking the pool agreed to 
among the stockholders. Very little trading 
in the stock was done on account of the 
limited quantity on the market, and 
under the influence of a good 
demand and bullish talk by some ot the insid - 
ers the stock went up to $2.50 a share,although 
the ground floor price was only 60 cents. 
Some of the stock changed hands several 
times on its way up to that figure. Recently 
a small stockholder, who had exam- 
ined the mine personally during 
a visit to Leadville made an effort to sell out 
his holding. He made the sale, as he 
thought, through a broker, but when 
the stock was delivered the purchaser 
refused to take it, claiming thatin his bid he 
had specified pooled stock, and that he would 
not accept any but pooled stock. As pooled 
stock could not be sold the trade was 
finally declared off, but an effort to sell the 


stock at as low a figure as $1.50 was unsuccess- 
ful. It was hawked around the Exchange for 
awhile and finally withdrawn. 

EFFORTS TO RENEW THE POOL. 

Recently a consultation was held by the 
stockbolders with a view to coming to an un- 
derstanding as to the renewal of tne 

ool which was to expire by 
imitation April 1. All of the big 
stockholders with the exception of Jim 
Langhorn of Leadville agreed to the arrange- 
ment. Langhorn was the original owner of 
the mine, and owned 65,000 shares of stock. 
He claimed that he needed money and that he 
most sell some if not all of his stock. As the pool 
would be of little influence with 55,000 shares 
lacking, the idea of reorganizing it was finally 
abandoned. Mr. Langhorn could not put his 
stock on the market until do-day. When the 
market for mining stocks opened this morning 
at a rather late hour the big Dinero stock- 
holders were waiting about for Mr. Lang- 
horn’s stock to come out.

TELEPHONE WATER. 

The Bell Telephone Company’s report, 
published in the Associated Press dis- 
patches a few days ago, showed that com- 
pany a stockholder in other telephone 
companies to the amount of 922, 605, 925. 
These others are the local companies 
which are permitted to use the Bell in- 
struments (costing only $3.42 each) at a 
rental of $14 a year each. To obtain the 
right to use these instruments even on 
these terms, the local company is re- 
quired to enter into a contract under 
which it is compelled to fix rates ‘‘at 
whatever figure the Bell Company may 
dictate.” And as soon as the local 
company’s earnings suffice to pay divi- 
dends on a larger capitalization it can be 
compelled to water its stocks to any 
amount the Bell Company may dictate, 
and to pay for its franchise“ by trans- 
ferring to the Bell Company whatever 
part of its stocks may be demanded. 

It was in this way the Bell Company ac- 
quired $350, 750 of the $600,000 of the Union 
Telephone Company’s stock in Kansas, 
and $493,300 of the $875,000 of the Missouri 
and Kansas Company’s stock. Of the 
Central Union Company’s $10,000,000, 
mostly water, the Bell Company holds 
$3,326,000 as pay for the franchise,“ and 
can force the subject company to pay div- 
idends on that stock or quit business. 
Thus the local company at Providence, 
which was earning dividends of 20 
per cent per annum on a capital 
of $250,000, with a house rate of only $30 
a year, has been forced to water its stock 
to $384,600 in order that it may surrender 
$134,600 of the same to the Bell 
Company. Permission to water the stock 
to this extent was granted by the Rhode 
Island Legislature because the Bell Com- 
pany had the power todeprive Providence 
of the telephone service unless its de- 
mands were acceded to. When the Indi- 
ana Legislature passed an act to cut 
down the telephone rates in that State to 
rates by which the Central Union Com- 
pany could no longer earn dividends on 
its bogus capitalization, the local company 
had no alternative but to announce its 
withdrawal from the field. 

Of course, if all the States in the Union 
would, as Indiana has done, and as each 
State has the power to do, reduce rates to 
a fair but liberal return on an honest 
capitalization of the local plant, the Bell 
Company could be forced to accept a rea- 
sonable compensation for the use of its 
instruments. But so long as nearly all 
the States permit it to keep the telephone 
service on the basis of ‘‘all the traffic will 
bear“ there will be no other limit to this 
stock watering, and the Bell monopoly 
can well afford to deprive Indiana ora 
dozen objecting States of the use of the 
Bell patent. 

From the amount of local telephone 
stocks held by the Bell Company we infer 
that the telephone business in the United 
States is already stocked at about $75,000, - 
000, or nearly as much as the profusely 
watered Western Union Telegraph stocks.

By electing Judge CooLry as their 
Chairman, the Democratic majority of 
the Interstate Railway Commission paid 
due tribute to his eminence asa jurist 
and at the same time affirmed the purely 
judicial and non-partisan function of the 
commission itself.

Can a Husband Open His Wife’s Letters?

The Parisian advocates discussed the deli- 
cate question Has a husband a right to open 
his wife’s letters?“ at their last conference, 
and they decided that he has. A journalist 
who has consulted several extra-legal lumin- 
aries on the point finds them, with a single 
exception, in substantial agreement with the 
lawyers. An enlightened priest, whose name 
is not given, answered that the doctrine of the 
Church was that the husband is master in the 
house, and that he had, therefore, a perfect 
right to open his wife’s letters. 

M. de Pressense, the leading Protestant pas- 
tor in Paris, was somewhat less affirmative; 
though, as regards wives who had anything to 
fear from the exercise of the right, he sup- 
ported the decision of the barristers, while in 
the case ofa good wife he could not see how it 
mattered either way. Alexandre Dumas, 
looking atthe guestion from the historico- 
philosophical standpoint, contended that 
what we know ofthe relations of Adam and 
Eve in the Garden of Eden clearly establishes 
the right of the husband to inspect his wife’s 
correspondence. 

Mme. Peyrebune’s answer was also in the 


affirmative, though she added that the ques- 


tion was of no practical importance, as com- 
promising letters are never sent through the 
post. Mme. Adam wasthe only dissentient. 
In her opinion, the husband who oppened his 
wife’s letters was nothing more nor less than 
a blackguard.

LANCASTER’S LIBEL SUIT, 


E. 8. Farish Testifies That He Paid Judge 
Bakewell’s Assessment. 


The taking of depositions in the libel suit of 
R. D. Lancaster against John M. Glover was 
proceeded with at 2:30 0’clock this afternoon 
before Commissioner Arba N. Crane. 


The examination of Judge R. A. Bakewell 
was continued. The Judge certified to the 
correctness of a statement made by him in 
October, 1878, and published in the Posr- 
DISPATCH, in which he said that a friend of 
his had paid $250 as part of his assessment as a 
candidate for Judge of the Court of Appeals. 

Mr. Glover endeavored to obtain the name 
of the person to whom Judge Bakewell’s 
friend had paid his assessment, but, his ques- 
tions being objected to and the objection sus- 
tained, the name of the ‘‘person’’ was not 
obtained. 

In response to a question from Judge Laugh - 
lin, Judge Bakewell stated that he had made 
the statement referred to in a written commu- 
nication made at the request of Judge Laugh- 
lin in denial of charges made against Jugs 
Laughlin. 

‘*‘While Mr. Lancaster’s confirmation was 
pending in the Senate, I wrote a letter, I 
think, to Senator Cockrell in Lancaster’s 
favor.’’

During the fight over the passage of the Iron 
Mountain Railroad elevated franchise in the 
Municipal Assembly last summer it was as- 
gerted by the lobby for the bill that if it did 
not pass Jay Gould would desert St. Louis, 
would remove the general offices ofthe Mis- 
souri Pacific and St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern Railroads to Kansas City or some 
other place and instead of running his roads 
to benefit the Future Great would do his best 
toinjure its trade. This was known to be 
buncombe at the time, but a succession of 
events since that time have stamped it as wild 
idiocy. Nevertheless it frightened an element 
in the assembly and elsewhere, and gained for 
the railroad a temporary advantage. Mr. 
Gould and those interested with him in 
the ownership of the properties men- 
tioned have no more intention of leaving 
St. Louis than the bank of England has of 
leaving London. Asademonstration of this 
fact the recent purchases by the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad through agents of some hun- 
dreds of acres of land north of Carondelet 
Park is sufficient. Andon these broad acres 
the Gould people propose to erect buildings 
for occupation by their workmen and for 
shops. They propose to build an industrial 
Village, light, airy houses, shops and acces- 
sories. It is said something like the town 
of Pullman is the idea Mr. Gould 


bas outlined to his agents, a town with as little 
self-government as possible. The idea is to 
orm the greatest barrier to the inroads of the 
abor organizations, and to prevent strikes. 
It was the outgrowth of the troubles last 
Spring on the Gouldsystem. During that time 
the strikers had possession of the shops at De 
Soto and Pacific, and were charged with con- 
siderable wrecking. It was easier to control 
the crowd in St. Louis at the shops on Ewing

The active or- 
ization of the stock yards company, and 
e fight waged on it by the National Stock 
Yards Company of East St. Louis, soon putan 
end to that rumor. In the meantime a cor- 
oration known as the St. Louis, Oak Hiil 
Carondelet Railway Company secured 
‘from the Municipal Assembly a franchise for

In consequence there has 
ariseh—in a small way as yet—a boom for 
Carondelet and all property is getting an ad- 
vance of price tacked on its geperally un- 
occupied frontage. If the sche of an in- 
dustrial colony is carried out, or if the shops 
are only placed there prosperity will spread 
itself all over that end of the city.

AN ATTORNEY'S TRIBULATIONS. 


Polish Litigants Trying to Recover a Re- 
tainer Paid to Their Lawyer, 


OHICAGO, III., April 1.—Wm. J. English has 
filed his answer inthe case against him by 
John Kozitezynski and ninety other South 
Chicago Polanders, commenced some time 
ago. Mr. English was attorney for the Poles, 
who, having squatted on certain vacant prop- 
erty in South Chicago, and occupied itas a 
colony for a number of years, decided to con- 


test the right of the owners to oust them of 
possession. Headvised purchase ofthe dis- 
2 premises at tax sales and this was done, 

ut on the day preceding that on which 
they would have deen entitled to a 
deed, the true owners appeared and 
paid the amount of taxes and penalty 
due and the county clerk returned the certi- 
fied check for $1,000 to Mr. English, who took 
it to his clients, butthey told him to keep it 
and apply $500 on his retainer, keeping the re- 
mainder as an expense fund. The Polanders 
were determined to contest the owners’ rights 
to the land in the face of English’s advice that 
they must finally yield, but the attorney 
opened negotiations with J. Woodbridge, Jr., 
representing W. H. Turner, for lease or 
—— of the property; also with 

. T. Merrick, another owner. These 
failed, owing to Merricks death and Turner’s 
obstinacy. Woodbridge entered suits in eject- 
ment against the Poles, as dia Merrick’s heirs, 
and English filed answers and prepared to de- 
fend. He also procured an agreement from 
the owners not to press their suits on the un- 
derstanding that the Poles might be induced to 
take leases. So the matter stood when the 
Poles became dissatisfied and suspicious 
oftheir attorney and demanded the return of 
the moneys advanced—$1,500 in all. Mr. En- 
glish refused to accede and the suit followed. 
The defendant says he has advised and served 
the complainants to the best of his ability and 
is justly entitled to receive a greater sum than 
that he hasretained. The property is worth 
between $200.000 and $300,000, and is situated 
on the outskirts of the town of Chicago. The 
only claim of right the Poles have arises from 
long continued possession.

DYING ABROAD, 


EX-SECRETARY MANNING SERIOUSLY ILL 
AT BOURNEMOUTH, ENGLAND. 


— 


The Ocean Trip Prostrates Him—A Doubt- 
ful Feeling About the Peace of Europe 
-M. Kathoff’s Party Pressing the Czar 
for War—The Bulgarian Muddle—Prince 
Oscar of Sweden a Candidate for the 
Throne—M. Chonffat’s Remarkable Case 
of Protracted Sleep. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, April 1.—[Capyrighted 1887.]—Pri- 
vate advices from Bournemouth declare that 
Mr. Manning is seriously ill. His trip was too 
much for him. There has been a great deal of 
mystery about Mr. Manning’s condition ever 
since his arrival in England. While he was 
in Liverpool no one could gettosee him or 
learn how he was. Itnow appears that he 
was then ill, suffering from the severe ocean 
trip. His friends in London waited for 
news concerning him, but were unable to get 
replies to any of the telegrams which 
they sent. Then Mr. Manning, with- 
out a word to any of his friends 
here, quietly left Liverpool for Bournemouth, 
a seaside resort on the South English Coast, 
Mr. Jordan, who came with Mr. Manning, has 
not yet putin an appearance in London, al- 
though pressing business matters demand 
his attention. Letters and telegrams for both 
Mr. Manning and himself are accumulating 
at the Union Bank and at the United States 
Consulate here. Mr. Jordan’s absence is now 
accounted for. He is with Mr. Manning and 
has not yet found it safe to leave him. One of 
Mr. Manning’s friends in London learned last 
night of his serious condition, but was very 
reticent when questioned aboutit. Thereisa 
similar attempt to conceal Mr. Manning’s con- 
dition as there was when he was taken ill at 
Washington last spring. Itis now recalled to 
mind in American circles here that Dr. Z. T. 
Sowers of Washington, one of the best phy- 
sicians there, predicted that Mr. Manning 
could not stand an ocean voyage and that if he 
persisted in going over would not return alive. 

THE WAR SCARE. 

Public opinion had begun to settle down to 
the conviction that there was to be peace this 
year in Europe. But now, even some of the 
most conservative havetheir doubts on the 
subject. The shadow of a war cloud is again 
showing on the political horizon. The danger 
point, as usual, is Russia. It was believed 
that the Czar would be so disturbed by the 
Nihilist conspiracies as to give up all thought 
of war. But now it is asserted that 
M. Katkoff’s party is insisting on war 
as a political necessity. It is reported 
that the Emperor does not think the 
plan wholly unadvisable. M. Nelidon, the 
Muscovite Ambassador at Constantinople, has 
assumed a somewhat hostile attitude towards 
Turkey. He reproaches her for not paying 
the balance of her war indemnity which is still 
due to Russia, and taxes as mendacious, 
her alleged want of money, since she is able to 
find funds to order from Germany large quan- 
tities of guns which she does not require. 
Turkey, it is said, has but one thing to do in 
order to avoid quarrelling with Russia, and 
that is to intervene in Roumelia, in which case 
Russia would be able to occupy Bulgaria. 

THE BULGARIAN MUDDLE. 

In the meantime there is a fresh candidate 
for the Bulgarian throne. Prince Ferdinand 
of Coburg having definitely refused it, Prince 

. Oscar of Sweden is 
now spoken of, and in 
connection with his 
candidature the pro- 
ject of his marriage 
with an English prin 
‘cess is now mooted 
The combination has 
but a small chance for 
success, for Russia 
always keeps her own 
candidate, the Prince» 
of Leuchtenberg, in 
reserve. There is little 
doubtin the diplomatic 

* world that a complete 
Crown Prince of Sweden. understanding has 
been arrived at between France and Russia. It 
isnot a treaty, but merely a counterpart of 
the bond of tripple alliance already signed by 
Germany, Austria and Italy. According to 
the Franco-Russian agreement France would 
only interfere in the Bulgarian question if 
Germany attempts to back up Austria in the 
matter. As the position of each separate 
power becomes more defined it is noticeable 
that Russia and Austria continue to arm. One 
is therefore tempted to inquire if the assur- 
ances of peace given on all sides are as sincere 
as they were thought at one time to be. 

THE CASE OF M. CHOUFFAT. 

London is greatly interested in a remarkable 
case of protracted sleep. M. Chouffat, a 
French commercial traveler, after a lively 
night of conviviality returned to his hotel one 
week ago yesterday. He has been asleep ever 
since and all efforts to wake him have failed. 
He has been visited during his sleep by all the 
noted physicians in London. Yesterday he 
was seen by Drs. Carter, Betvoer, Sir Wm. 
McCormick, Dr. Keyser and other med- 
ical men who tried various experiments 
on him, The room having been darkened, 
a lighted candle was held close to the sleep- 
ing man, whose eyes were opened by Dr. 
Carter. Ontheeyes being first opened the 
pupil was found to be slightly diverged, but 
on the light being held closer they came to- 
gether and stared steadily at it, Dr. Carter 
then examined them, as is always done in 
cases of this kind, and found that all the ves- 
sels, both veins and arteries, were very small. 
He could see the vessels distinctly, but could 
not get the dise, although this would make no 
alteration inthe result of the examination. 
The vessels were simpiy all contracted and 
small. During the operation the eyes 
filled with water and closed by themselves as 
though affected by the light. Further experi- 
ments showed that both sides of the body 
were alike in their condition and that the 
cataleptic condition is stronger in the limbs 
than in the trunk. Wednesday afternoon 
Chouftat was rather excited. His attendant 
took notice of what he said. He always talks 
about money matters and occasionally of Dr. 
Charcotand of his hospital at Paris, but he 
does not answer questions. He speaks like a 
person who is dreaming and sometimes laughs. 
The following bulletin was issued yesterday: 

The patient is almost exactly in the same 
state as on Sunday, but the pulse is stronger. 
The night was quiet, and the patient took 
some fluid nourishment every two hours. His 
temperature is quite normal. This morning 
continued observation shows that this case is 
one of hysterical lethargy with cataleptiform 
and hypnotic pneumonia.’’ 5 

A telegram has been received by Dr. Keyser 
from Dr. Oharcot who attended Chauffat in 
France, saying thatthe man is subject to hys- 
terical attacks of sleep followed by dumbness.

MOLDERS AND MANUFACTURERS. 


The Strike Reaches the Proportions of a 
Dead Lock at Last. 


The striking stove moulders of Union No. 
10, have for some time past been trying to 
compromise with the manufacturers. 


A few days ago the molders offered to return 
to work if the bosses would give them an im- 
mediate advance of 10 per cent. This the firms 
refused to do, but offered instead an advance 
of 5 per cent to begin at once, and an additional 
5 per cent atthe end of two or three months, 
if the trade would warrant it.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


A Public Administrator’s Grievance—Cases 
in Probate—New Suits Filed To-Day. 


E. C. Tittmann, the Public Administrator, 
has raised in the Probate Courta question of 
some importance. In his capacity as Public 
Administrator he entered two motions to- 
day seeking to revoke the orders of court ap- 
pointing Gen. Albert G. Edwardsthe admin- 
istrator of the estate of Patrick Grogan 
and John Dockery the administrator of 


the estate of Isaac Braden. He alleges that 
the orders of the court in both instances were 
improvidentiy made. Inthe case af Patrick 
Grogan, he died intestate, leaving no heirs in 
the State. Inthecase of Isaac Braden there 
are no heirs in the State, except minors who 
are incapable of administering the 
estate. The Public Administrator 
contends that it is his sole duty to take charge 
of each estate under such circumstances, and 
that the court erred in appointing the other 
gentlemen. There can be but one Public 
Administrator in this city. 

In the case of Patrick Grogan, an estate was 
left valued at about $25,000. The deceased was 
for many years an employe at the Sub-Treas- 
ury in this city, and the court appointed Gen. 
Edwards as the most suitable person to ad- 
minister the estate. 


Abused and Vilified. 


A suit for divorce was filed in the Circuit 
Court to-day by Mrs. Maggie Walter against 
Charles Walter. They were married on the 
23d of July, 1870, and lived together until a few 


days since. Mrs. Walter complains of various 
indignities to which she was subjected by her 
husband, rendering her condition intolerable. 
He humiliated her in the presence of other 

eople and made use of the most shock- 
ng language at all times. Frequently 
in the presence of others he caused her deep 
* — and shame by uttering cruelly 
false charges of improper conduct. Mrs. 
Walter further alleges that her husband was 
in the habit of coming home intoxicated at 
least once a week and raising a disturbance. 
He whipped his wife without any provocation, 
and for one of these assaults he was fined in 
the police court. One child was born of the 
marriage. 


The American Sign Company.

The month just closed was the biggest in 
respect to Internal Revenue receipts from 
tobacco of any month in the history of the 
local revenue office.

This 
showing gives Collector Barnum the two most 
productive months.

HAS BEEN CONSTRUCTED. 


How Its Owner Was Disappointed in the 
Measurements of the Scotch Thistle— 
McCormick and the Boston Clab—Bet- 
ter Game for Ike Weir—Sporting News 
and Base Ball Chat.

NEw Tonk, April 1.—Mr. Oliver Iselin is a 
disappointed man. Believing, as almost every

An Interesting Match Between England’s 
Champion and J. H, Brewer.

NEw YORK, April 1.—With bright skies and 
not too boisterous weather for good work the 
first great pigeon-shooting match between 
England’s champion, W. G. Graham and J. H. 
Brewer, the champion of Pennsylvania, took 
place yesterday on the Jersey City Heights

They 
tied on the thirty-ninth bird, Brewer 
having led up to that oint. After 
the first fifty had been shot at the score 
stood: Brewer, forty-four; Graham, forty-two. 
In the next fifty Graham tied his opponent on 
the nineteenth bird, and, after missing two 
birds, made the remarkable score of thirty- 
nine straight ‘‘kills,’’ missing his last bird. 
But the match was won. Brewer fell off a little 
at the finish and lost the match by two birds. 
Brewer killed with his first barrel much more 
frequently than Graham. The latter, although 
it was not necessary at times, used his second 
barrel forty times. Brewer used his on thirty- 
two occasions. The return match will be shot 
at Pastime Park, Phitadelphia, April 7, under 
the same conditions. Graham killed eighty- 
nine birds, missed eleven; Brewer killed 
eighty-seven, missed thirteen birds.

customs of the wild East. He then sings a

THE SECOND ACT 

sbows the girls and savages in a canyon where 
Inez’s betrothed tries to treat with Big Pony for 
the ransom of the maidens, hoping to change 
Mexican dollars for trade dollars and thus 
make 27 percent. The trade is made after 
Big Pony is shown the consequence of abduct- 
ing the chorus to his reservation. The ar- 
rival of United States troops ends the act, but 
too late to capture the girls, who are taken by 
Sancho to a monastery.

When they had 
been well counted they squatted around the 
steerage and sanga song consisting of infinite 
prolongations of the simple word ‘‘Woob.’’ 
At Sandy Hook 121 of the Wild West’s 
friends climbed down to the tug and shouted 
‘*good-by’’ to the men on board. 
Five stowaways also were fired off the steamer. 
As the vessell parted the grinning Indians 
swarmed aftand said some more ‘‘Yaeow’’ 
farewells. As the tug steamed towards New 
York a young man began to hop up and down 
after the fashion of an Indian war dance. 
Young Mr. Iron-Good-Volce saw him and 
danced in reps So the whites and reds 

arted. The Nebraska will probably reach 

ondon in twelve days. The Wild West show 
will stay there six months.

DETECTIVE CLARE’S BAD LUCK, 


A West Virginian Unsuccessfully Tries to 
Clean Out New York Sawdust Men, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
New Yorkg, April 1.—Jacob H. Clare of Poca- 
hontas, Va., is 26 years old, robust and ambi- 
tious. He tired of farming in 1886 and went to 
Charleston, W. Va., where he joined the staff 
of the Eureka Detective Agency. He read the 
killing of the sawdust man,Tom Davis, in New 
York Aug@st 28. There would be much glory, 
he argued, in capturing sucha swindler red- 


handed and exposing his system. Soa fort- 
night ago, when a relative of Clare 
received a Green Goods’’ circular, he 
resolved on coming to New York and 
have a little fun with the swindlers. The 
circular — to come from Lewis Adams, 
118 East Thirteenth street. The victim was to 
go to the Broadwa Hotel, and the 
2 signal was B 75.’’ Clare arrived at 
he hotel Monday evening. having raised $175. 
Notifying Adams of his arrival, he waited for 
the man with the pass word. The appoint- 
ment was kept by a hook-nosed, shabby 
little man, Then he talked freely about ‘‘our 
goods,’’ what an excellent imitation they 
were, etc. Clare allowed him to believe that 
he had to invest. Then the man 
announced himself as Charles Adams, brother 
of the principal, and then harried Clare out to 
meet Lewie. In a saloon at Fourteenth street 
and First avenue Clare was introduced to 
a cautious and exquisitely attired person who 
congratulated him on his good fortune and 
good sense, and expatiated on the ‘‘article’’ 
as his brother Charles had done. Clare was 
urged to drink but declined. He accepted a 
5 cent cigar which be threw away when they 
parted with the agreement that Clare was to 
remain seciuded at his hotel until 2 o’clock 
when he would be taken to where negotiations 
would bear substantial fruit. The messenger 
was Brother Charles, and trying to in- 
spire Clare with the terror he feigned, he led 
him by way of Broadway, and Twelifth street 
to a saloon in First avenue, where Lewis 
turned up. Clare again declined to drink, but 
said he was ready to take the stuff, and was 
again told stories of the keenness of the New 
York detectives. He was on the point of 
spoiling the affair several times by laughing at 
the boldness of the swindle, but he allowed 
himself to be escorted out, and walked around 
until his head was in a whirl, and he dived into 
a cellar which he thinks was in First or Second 
avenue, near Fifth street. Inthe celler wasa 
stove, atable and three chairs. After ‘‘tilin 
the lodge Adams and his brother proceede 
to make their grand coup. Lewis took from 
the table atin box and from it produced a 
large package of what he said was 
the stuff he dealt in. He invited Clare to ex- 
amine and count it, and Clare found that there 
were $7,500in genuine 51, $2, $5 and $10 bills. 
He wasto havethe money for $300, and felt 
tempted totake out his revolver and hold 
the swindlers prisoners until an officer came. 
He, however, allowed them to go through the 
entire performance. He aided Lewis to put 
$7,500 in a little black satchel and then, after 
a second, it was closed and fastened up, the 
„changes were rung, but he could not see 
how the satchel withthe money in was ex- 
changed for the one with only wads 
of paper. The agreement was made 
that brother Charles was to go with 
him to the Adams Express office, ship 
the satchel to Pocahontas, give him a receipt 
and take the $300. Clare and Charles started 
and at Lafayette place Clare thought the 
denonement time had come, so he seized 
„Brother Charles“ and shouted police.“ 
An officer heard the story and arrested both 
for fighting, and at the Jefferson Market 
Police Court he made acharge of disorderly 
conduct against each. Clare told his story. 
Perhaps if a detective had been sent out then 
he could bave nabbed the principal in the 
But Justice Duffy heard the general 
assertion of ‘‘Brother 
said he was Charies 
he and Olare were 
acquaintances and that they 
never talked of green goods, although the 
satchel corroborated Clare’s story.
